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VOTING RESPONSIBILITY 

ThEFOKE the next issue of this paper the provincial 
election will be over, and the opportunity for'reg¬ 
istering. electorate opinion will be over for another four 
years. It is urged that everyone get out and vote. Only 
so can a government be representative of the province. 
Whatever pasty is elected, the public at least has the 
assurance that the government so formed has the con¬ 
fidence of the majority of the people. Neglect to vote 
is a diag on vital citizenship, and an affront to the lib¬ 
erty's which aeour heritage. 

In our provincial field we have several-parties, all of 
which are an expression of conviction rising from the 
people. Every voter is free to vote as he wishes, or, 
if he prefers, to start a new party of his own. This is 
a privilege which we accept without ; ppreciation. But 
in many countries today, and for years past, the citi¬ 
zens have had no such right. They .vote as they are 
told, and a vote unfavorable to the prevailing regime 
would not only be discarded, but would place the un¬ 
happy dissenter under grave, suspicion. In our own 
country, opinion may be registered freely in speech and 
ballot, and thefe is no power but must bow to majority 


opinion. Our government is representative of the 
people—but only to the extent that all the people exer¬ 
cise the right of franchise. Those who neglect to cast 
their ballot ate the zombies in the world of active citi¬ 
zenship. 

it is also, suggested- that before going to the polls 
citizens take time to consider the issues which have 
been presented, and the type of government which they 
want, and vote accordingly. 

Pre-election ardor is often apt to befuddle cold facts, 
and there is a tendency to confuse provincial and fed¬ 
eral questions. It is up to the thinking voter to keep 1 
his mind firmly on the provincial field, which is often 
likened to an enlarged, municipal council, with many of 
the municipal limitations. In fact the handling of pro¬ 
vincial business is not vastly different from the conduct 
of a mark’s private business. The fundamental prin¬ 
ciples of honest; thrifty, well-balanced administration 
are much the same, and party policies may be valuated 
on that basis. 

We hear much of social services planned to make 
life more complete and.more secure for all: These are 
wholly admirable in intent, but they are spoken of 
somewhat loosely as “free.” There are no “free” ser¬ 
vices. Someway they must be paid for, although par¬ 
ties may differ as to sources and system of taxation, 
and the use to which available revenue may be put to 
bring the broadest usefulness. But at rock bottom any 
government must have sure sources of revenue before 
it can first pay for its own upkeep, and then extend 
services for the taxation imposed. We have a top- 
heavy system of administration, but none of the par¬ 
ties seems to have made an issue of that in the present 
campaign' and it is now too late to start a new party 
based on that platform alone. 

Every elector ha ; ' his definite responsibility in weigh¬ 
ing the strength and weakness of the parties aspiring 
for power on August 8 . And having reached his decis¬ 
ion, he owes it to his province and to fellow citizens to 
register his vote. “Vote early and often” used to be the 
admonition of the good old days when our forefathers 
fought for the right of responsible government. All we 
say nowadays is “Think things over, then vote.”

One of the clauses in the agree- x 
jnent provides that the province shah X 
be bound to carry out all the provis- T 
ions of any agreement that the Do- X 
minion government made with any X 
citizen while the Dominion owned thp X 
resources. Further, in order to make a 
the transfer of the resources binding _ 
on both the Dominion and the prov¬ 
ince, and to preserve the rights or 
citizens who had agreements from the 
Dominion, an act of parliament oi 
Britain was passed validating the 
agreement. 

“It therefore follows that Alberta -- 
has entered into agreement to Carr, 
out the terms of the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment’s arrangement with the Cat 
gary Power Company made years ago 
The effect of the act passed by the 
Imperial Parliament is to deprive the 
government of Alberta from any pow¬ 
er to pass an act interfering with one 
of those agreements. That this is 
true has been decided by our courts in 
a test case rising out of the Turner 
Valley Gas Conservation Act. 

“If Mr. Roper in his speeches meat ,3 
that he intends to confiscate the Cat- 
gary Power Company, he has not the 
power to do it even if his government 
is elected. If he means to buy it (as¬ 
suming that the Calgary Power ICom- 
pany is willing to sell it) Mr. Roper 
may well ask himself the question 
that his victorious supporter in Re¬ 
gina is now asking himself—where is 
the money coming from?”
